Note that Kalawao County no longer has a separate income limit.  The median income limits for 
Kalawao County are now included in the Maui County limits above. 

To calculate the income limit for families with more than eight members, use the four-person income 
limit as the base amount, multiply the base amount by increments of 8 percent increasing for each 
additional person, and round up the amount to the nearest 50 dollars. 

1-person 2-person 3-person 4-person 5-person 6-person 7-person 8-person
70% 80% 90% BASE 108% 116% 124% 132%

Using the four-person income limit as the base amount:  
9 person limit = 4 person limit x 140% 
10 person limit = 4 person limit x 148% 
Then round up to the nearest $50 

Example: 9 person limit = 4 person limit x 140% 
Using the Honolulu income limits: 
$96,400 x 140% = $134,960 rounded up to the nearest $50 = $135,000.
Thus, the nine-person income limit for Honolulu is $135,000.
